From San Francisco to San Diego is but a 


short ocean ride and as our steamer plows hci 
head Into San Diego bay with a lively parly o! 
us Californy boys aboard, do we look around us 
for notes. In the southeast lies a flat sandj 
island and as we near the town these low shores 
surround a sheet of water called False Bay. A 
long ridge of low lands extending five miles to 
the southwest, runs off Into Point Loma, fron 
whose summit a light house stands out against 
the horizon, about 500 feet above the sea foam 
Passing by a half mile or so we glide into the 
bay. Ballast Point, a long ridge of sand, forms 
the natural breakwater and the shoals lie inward 
next tiic shore. 


Our steamer cast anchor in the channel and 


we lowered onr small boats for land. It was 
quite exciting to see the boys packing up kits 
for laud lubber business, as our mate calls it, 
ami as we bid the "sallies" adieu, we are pulled 
ashore and land amidst piles of beach sand, 
waved upinwiurows by the breakers, and climb 
out upon ten a firma for the western initial point 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad. South of here, 
in sigtit, stands a white marble monument, 
which marks the boundary between tlie United 
States, and Mexico. Every step is sand, sand, 
sand, and as we enter this new city of the 
Wosf. and see shanties newly erected, we begir 
to think after an hour's stay that we are old 
dtizens, for San Diego is a new place, allhougl 
the site of old San Diego wiui founded by the 
Spaniards in 1709, two mile? northeasterly from 
bore, a strange relic ot'Spauish colonial ei/ihza- 
lion and old Romish missions. The buildings 
arc somewhat like those of Salt, Lake City, al- 
though mueh older, are low adobes, streets be- 
ing very narrow and full of weeds and cactus 
plants. San Diego river formerly washed the 
town on the west and emptied its waters into 
False Hay, but a sudden notion lo change 
caused the old Spanish town to be left verj 
dry. 


The new San Diego of to-d.iy la tlia centre ol 


much life — the future Metropolis of Southern 
California. The location is well chosen, the 
shore rising gently from the ocean's edge. 
grand view of the blue Pacific is socn'froni][he 
broad open streets. Everything Itioks new to 
Lho stranger, and the buildings devoid of paint 
reminds the traveler of the raw Iowa towns on 
tliii prairies, liuildlngsaro rapidly going up in 
Ilorlon's and other additions, churches and 
saloons quite numerous, and the people make 
their money selling corner lof.s to each other. A 
story is told of onvJJIII Francis, whoboiightand 
sold one corner lot twenty-seven times andeanie 
out ahead on each trade. After his repeated 
success he moved to Chicago -where the writei 
met him with whole suburban additions of that 
sand patch town fov s;ilo. 


They tfli a story on San Diego that outvies 


the saiviniil in Connecticut that was run by 
buttermilk, and that is a tlravor went to sleep 
amiibt iiis herd of cattle one night on the San 
Diego plains, rind in thf morning he was awak- 
ened by the California mosquitucs picking their 
teeth with the horns of the whole lie-id. 


Valor is abundant a short distance below the 


sand and is procured by sinking nrtcsian ivolls. 
Upon being biought to the surface, however, i! 
is slightly tainted with alkali. The climate, 
even finer tlinn at the Golden City, w ith its 
healing wings, tones up the wornout miner and 
brings the bloom flush of hope to the invalid, 
causing sunny smiles to ride his face and crows 
feet to walk out of the corner of the eye. 


The couutiy about the bay is quite broken 


and a fow bushes covered i\ 1th dust lay all the 
claims this neighborhood has to forests and tim- 


ber. 
Nature looks rusty and were it not for 


tlie grand ocean view we would either ship ibr 
some other port or remain and manufacture 
sand hourglasses. However, in the back coun- 


try, in the valleys of the S« eetwntcr, San Ber- 
nado and San Diego vegetation is green and the 
;reat ranchemen of Southern California range 
here with their immense herds of ponies and 
sheep. 


Within twenty miles of Sari Diego very fine 
ld dust has been found, and in some of these 


old vajlcys arc visible old diggings where the 
indent Mexicans probably gained much of their 
wealth. In the neighborhood of Santa Maria 
ire the "Xiggcr Diggings," which have been 
worked with excellent success. During the 
great gold excitements of California's earlier 
:lays the white tents of the prospectors and 
miners dotted this valley, 


Nature has done much for the country around 


San Diego, and with her deposits of salt, soda, 
coal, copper, tin, silver and gold, with inviting 
.•alleys for grazing purposes, with streams of 
iving water, pure air and refreshing bicczes 
roui the great deep, she must with the energy 
of man become the southern metropolis of low- 
er California. When the railroad is completed 
through Arizona and New Mexico and the iron 
lorsc snorts through this land, wil! her products 
be shipped to our needful commercial centres 
iiid the strides of utilization and civilization re- 
ceive a new and great impetus and acqusition.

the moon under her feet and upon her head a 
crown of stars. Almost invariably one. face ap- 
pears in these, conceptions—the face of a virgin 
wonderfully sweat where one studies it; the 
eyc-i cast down and yet revealing tlieir loveli- 
ness ; the, face oval; the lips small and tender 
in their expression, and yet over all a look of 
superiority—of divine reserve that forbids too 
familiar an interest in her lovely being. In or- 
der lo understand to whom tliis face belongs 
ami the reason of its frequent repetition, it will 
be necessaiy to clip a page from Murillo's life. 


About the time that Murillo began to paint 


in his own studio there lived in his native town 
of Seville an Audalusian lady of high rank and 
wealth. This lady was not over IS years of 
age, was a cultivated and ardent admirer of 
art, and had taken a decided fancy to JIurillo 
and Iiis pictures. The artist himself was poor, 
timid, comparatively unknown, and yet feeling 
even then the power that lay undeveloped in 
him.

The negotiations between the United States 


mid Spain witli icgaid to the question growing 
oulofllKt capture of the, Virginia have ueei 
concluded. Secretary Fish and Admiral Polo 
having agreed upon and signed a protocol 
which the latter immediately telegraphed to 
Iiis Government. The terms are substantial!) 
as follows:

viving prisoueis and crow.

25lh next, unless in the meantime Spain shal 
satisfy the United States that the American flau 
was improperly carried on that vessel; am 
further, that she had 110 light to the Ainoricm 
flag nor to the American papers.

sinking of the Villc du Havre, of the General 
Transatlantic Mail Steamship Line in mid-ocean 
at 2 o'clock a. m., Saturday, Nov. 22. The 
Villc du Havre sailed from New York for Havre. 
Nov. 15; she had foggy weather lor (ire days, 
and was cut down to the water's edge in clear 
weather by the sailing ship Loch Earn, 3!ol)crt- 
son commanding, bound from London to Xew 
York. The steamship sunk in twelve minutes 
after the collision, and two hundred and twen-

nile tlu Havre report tliat the ship was cut 
lowu in uiid-ocean, Saturday morning, Xov. 
:2, by the sailing sliip Loch Earn, from Glas- 
ow. The news reached Cardiff, Wales, to-day, 
jy the ship Tiimountain, which brought twcn- 
y-.-seven passengers, six oflicers and fifty-four ol 
he crew of the ill-fated steamer. 


The Villc du Havre sailed from ^ew York 


Vov. 15, and after passing five clays through a 
hick fog, struck clear weather on the 20th 
The next day was w indy and a heavy sea was 
in, but the night of the 21st was bright and 
itarliglit. Tlic Captain went below at midnight 
caving the second officer in charge. Twoliours 
liter—that is to say on tlic morning of the 2: 
—the collision occurred. With a terrific blow 
he Locli Earn struck the Ville du Havre amid- 
ships. 


Men, women and children, seized with terror 


•tished on dock in their night clothing, and al 
vas confusion. The Loch Barn's bow had en 
fissure in the deck of the Ville dn Havre 


,wclvc feet in depth, and the iron plating of he 
side was crushed in for a distance of thirtj 
i'eet. 


The collision took place in latitude 47° 21' 


ongitude 35° 81'. Tljei e was a heavy sea run 
ling, but not much wind at the time. 


Most of the passengers were too terrified tc 


try to save themselves. Many prayed and man) 
:aid down with the calmness of despair. Somi 
lieariug tlie water pouring into the ship, never 
quitted their staterooms; wliole families thus 
wont down together. 
The means of escape 


ivere trippled by two boats being crushed by the 
mainmast and mto.eiimast, both of which fell 
over live minutes after tho collision, killing and 
maiming many persons. 


Two boats were 'munched, the whale boat be- 
g under command of the First Lieutenant, 


and the Captain's gig was maimed by seven 
sailors. The Locli Earn, after getting clear, 
sailed a mile, then hove to and sent four boats 
to the wreck, which sunk in twelve minutes 
after the collision. The whale boat of the Ville 
du Havre saved Us load of passengeis, who were 
put on board the Loch Earn. The boat then 
returned to the wreck and saved a second load, 
including the Captain, who remained by the 
Ville du Havre until she sunk. 


The boats found the passengers and ciew 


floating on the waves,-holding to plunks, buoys, 
spais and whatever "could be s'eized as the 
wreck went down. Many had thus prepared 
themselves from the first. Many of the women 
saved were floating in the water for two bom's 
or more before being picked up. One of the 
officers of tho steamer swam to tho Loch Earn. 


The Captain of tlie Ville dn Havre is reported 


to have ocen quite exhausted by his three days 
and nig! .Is of uninterrupted duty. Tlie ofliccr 
who wau in command when the collision took 
pi ice was lost. The boats remained about the 
spot where the steamer went down until there 
was HO longer any hope of saving more people, 
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inid the exit of the Tammany King am but ied 
by tlie sad news of the ill-fated Ville Ju Havre. 
In the hotels groups of gentlemen are con- 
versing eagerly on this last sad disaster, where 
over tv> o hundred souls went duwn to i solemn 
unmarked watery grave. All admit that the 
minor tiials of life are but an atom to this great, 
calamity, where father, mother, brother, sister, 
husband and wile were torn asunder by the 
angry waves ol!' the coast, of France.

The report of the Register of the Treasury 


gives a cheering view of the ship-building inter- 
esls of this country. It shows that there has 
been a decided revival of this important indus- 
try in the last two years, owing to the fact that 
an advance in the cost, of labor and material in 
England has made the expense of ship-building 
nearly as gteat as here. Ill 1872 there were 
045 sailing vessels of 72,291 tons aggregate 
measurement built here, and in 1873, S04 ves- 
sels of 144.02!) tons measurement. The pio- 
tluction of steam vessels in 1872 was 252 vessels 
02,210 tons, and in 1S73, 402 vessels of 88,011 
tons. A similar increase is shown in the con- 
struction of minor craft, aud the total tonnage 
for 1873 is greater than it has been any year 
since 1805.

tion of one man to tliejr bouses of woi&lnpto 
yivcpiaise to Almighty God for his manifold 
mercies. He adverted to the depressing events 
of the year; the pestilence «Inch Imd desolated 
eo many .southern homes; the'thic.itenings of 
war because of tlie outrages committed by the 
(.'uban Government in thu seizure of tlicYir- 
t'inius ami the murder of her passcngeis; and 
tlie financial diitross, uiion which top'cs he re- 
marked that on 11 Fast day it would lie pvopci to 
dwell. He passed them .by,'however, with but, 
a simple allusion, anil directed the thoughts of 
his audience to some considerations of the con- 
dition of the countiy, which, in his judgment, 
were inoro appropriate to -the'day set ap.ut to 
thank God for his Goodness. Jn doing this he 
dwelt at large on the composite character of the 
citizens of the land; that they were not English- 
men, 1101 Irishmen, nor Scotchmen, nor of any 
of th<'older countiics in paitioulur; but they 
u ere Americans, representing in their persons 
\:uitous nationalities, and gi'ttmg from oafch 
sonic important clement necessary to put fuel the 
fliutacU'r. This commingling oi the races had 
aheaily been of great sen ice, anil as itinnigra- 
H cu:r incicasing, ho, argued that if we arc true 
to ourselves and to the advantages we enjoy, it 
must in the fiituic tell vastly inoie toMur pros- 
pouty, in giving us a citi/ensliip of gicat moral 
]K>w<'r lioth at home and abroad. To 11ns omt, 
tlie fact. t4i.it in our-lurgo foiuign population wo, 
rnli.stod thtfbL'st national feelings and the most 
fi.TVcnt prajcre of tlicir friends uliom they have 
l"ft ill liome for our country and its institutions, 
was regaided'as no mean contiihution. Here 
lefcicnce was made,and a deserved tribute paid 
to the unfailing devotion to the cause of the 
(ountry, on the part of Hire'mosses abroad, in 
the tune of our civil war, and to its influence 
here and in thoir own homes. Wliik',hoivoici, 
we aic now and must become 111010 and more- 
n composite people, the genius of tlie carlici sct- 
tleis must always luuc a predominant and con- 
trolling influence'. 'It is the leaven which will 
pervade the character of the nation. The Puri- 
tan and North llritisli spiiit, lie said, can never 
depart from the land nor cense to have a com- 
manding voice theiciii. Just as William Penn 
lives to-day iu the' city which he founded and 
the State which bears his name, and as Voter 
Sluyvesant is manifesting himself in the city of 
Xcw York, which was Sew Amsterdam, so, 
hut immeasurably more, the early colonists of 
those htates—and especially those who came 
hithei for ficcilom's sake—mil mould thechar- 
actci of their people.

ater, they are placed in any deep pail or bak- 


ing dish, aud sprinkled «ilh sugar, about a tea; 
spoonful to each' apple, ancl a teacupful of water 
turned on mound diem. They are then 'baked 
with'a slow, steady lire till soft, when they 
should be reinoved1 frpm the baking paus for 
cooling and the table. When served with cream, 
this is a dish fit fdr the gods. Every part 'of 
the apple can be eatx^u, the sugar having 'neu- 
tralized Ihe acidities in the fruit and -the coqk- 
ing making tender the skin. It is a capital 
substitute for strawbeirics. There is another 
way of treating sweet apples, which some of the 
ancients did not practice. Stew them In a 
porcelain kettle, with just enough , molasses 
and water to pi event their burning on, till cook- 
cc through, and then transfer them to the oven, 
with all the liquid residuum, to dry #111! brown. 
This gives a'baked apple lialf jellied delicious 
In flavor and moisture, that anyone could love. 
Swectpickles. by some considered supeiior to 
the oUI-f.ishioned apple sauce, are made by 
partly baking sweet'apples and tlieti satu- 
rating them in a pickle of vinegar, sugar aud 
spices. This is easier to make than applesauce, 
N hich must be smothered in. boiled cider, and is 
full as healthful as the unripe cucumber. 


A Good Cup of Tea.—How can one have a 


happy tea table without that? See how to do 
it: Good tea to be^in with; the teajwt is at once 
filled, up with boiled water, then the tea is put 
into tlie pot, and is allowed to stand for five 
minutes before it is used ; the lc<ues gradually 
absorb the water, and aicgradnallysunktothe 
b.ottom. The result is, that tlie tea leaves are 
not scalded, as they are when boiling water is 
poured upon them, and yuu get all the trne fla- 
•\ oi of the t^'a. Iu ti nth, much Jess tea is le- 
tjuired in this way thaiuuulcr the old aud com- 
mon piaclice.
